ANTI-VIETNAMESE COALITION SAID TO BE MAKING LITTLE PROGRESS

THE battle to put together an anti- 
Vietnam coalition government is 
going poorly, despite intense and 
sometimes almost frantic efforts 
to turn the too-general Singapore 
statement into a reality. 

There is a growing disillusionment 
within ASEAN with the Khmer Rouge. 
which seems to have somehow par- 
layed its importance on the resistance 
battlefield into a political superiority 
complex. At the same time. Khieu 
Samphan's men and women of Demo 
cratic Kampuchea are turning arro 
gant towards ASEAN views 

The ad hoc committee meetings in 
Bangkok which are trying to put to 
gether a coalition that would be both 
plausible to the world and workabie on 
important policy points have not yet 
fallen into fruitiess haranguing But 
they appear headed that way 

The negotiators for Son Sann's 
Khmer People's National Liberation 


Front (KPNLF). who already consider 
that they have given in on « huge 
number of issues in order to try to 
riake coalition work. are on the edge 
of being disenchanted They feel they 
were forced to give in on principle 
because of outside pressure. and now 
do not wish to give in any more 

leng Sary. the Khmer Rouge for. 
eign minister who was in New York to 
speak at the General Assembly debate. 
has directly criticised ASEAN He has 
directly criticised the KPNLF. an 
unsurprising breach of the Singapore 
agreement to refrain from harsh 
words which was in eny case broken 
within 24 hours by Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk 

leng Sary claims that the KPNLF 


has gone back on its word on an impor- 
tant principie in the coalition attempt. 
According to him, the KPNLF had 
agreed to share power three ways in 
each and every one of the ministries in

Why the Khmer Rouge would now 
be complaining is hard to fathom. It 
appears, however, that it is a combine 
tion of factors which has led them to 
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»yeliewe that they can press what they 
see as a political advantage. [It has not 
-et occurred to them. according to 
some analysts, that the political advan- 
‘age they have comes only by accident 

First. the KPNLF and Sihanouk 
nave some respect from Western. 
\SEAN and non-aligned nations who 
form the rough coalition of world opin- 
von which opposes Vietnamese action 
n Kampuchea. Sympathy and respect 
for the Khmer Rouge is in extremely 
short supply. is heavily rationed and 
comes about almost only because of 
the tough. dedicated and highly-moti- 
vated army which continues to fight 
the nighly-rated Vietnamese forces 

But Chinese support for the Khmer 
Rouge has. if anything, increased in 
recent months “Democratic Kampu-: 
chea’ has been reluctantly accepted 
by all resistance groups as the official 
name of the country. despite misgiv- 
ings over it Alexander Heig has 
shaken hands with leng Sary 

The Khmer Rouge has apparently 
put two and two together to make five. 
and fails to realise its mistake that 
support for a coalition to take over the 
Democratic Kampuchea name (and 
seat at the UN) is not meant to show 
support for what passes today for 
Democratic Kampuchea 

FOOTNOTE. UN correspondent 
Edgar Koh notes a distinct chilliness in 
the air between Khmer Rouge and 
ASEAN diplomats 

He says that there is open criticism 
from the ASEAN officials of leng Sary 
and his aides, most especially because 
leng Sary failed to heed ASEAN advice 
on a diplomatically crucial point. 

The coalition of nations opposed to’ 
Vietnam s Kampuches policy managed 
with little trouble to keep the Kampu- 
“hgan seat in the UN ggaip last month 

As they have the past two years, 
ASEAN diplomats then asked leng 
Sary not to rub salt in the Soviet- 
Vietnam wounds by speaking 

Last month. for the first time, feng 
Sary ignored them and rose to his feet 
to attack Vietnam and to thank his 

friends for voting for the DK seat It 
was gratitude that most of the nations 
did not want. for they abhor the 
Khmer Rouge and support them in the 
dipiomatic forum only for technical 
reasons

“I wish you would bring in a shiploed 
of mex instead of food.” a Kampuchear 
woman recently told a foreign relief 
worker In Phnom Penh. 

Shortages abound in Kampuchea fol- 
lowing its years of social and political 
turrnoi! but the one most keenly felt by 
women is the lack of marriageable 
men, according to a report compiled by 
a Kampuchean woman and released 
last week by the United Nations Chil- 
dren's Fund (UNICEF) 

Chantou Boua. a teacher who spent 
a year interviewing women 
out Kampuchea. quoted a leading 
member of the Government's National 
Women's Association as saying that 
men should be allowed *» have two or 
three wives 

“This illustrates the desperate 
condition that Kampuchean women 
are in. Chantou Boua wrote 

Her report quoted the women's as 
sociation president as saying that 
women now make up 75 per cent of 
Kampuchea's adult population 

Many of them are widows Statistics 
from seven provinces showed that 
about 10 per cent of their husbands had 
died from starvation. illness or execu- 
tion under the communist Khmer 
Rouge Government which held power 
from 1975 until it was toppled by 
Vietnamese-led forces in January 1979 


STARVATION 





“It appears that women survived 
the starvation in the Pol Pot (Khmer 
Rouge) period better than men, and 
that men were looked upon by the 
Khmer Rouge cadres as a more danger- 
ous element to the survival of the 
regime,” the report said 

Women's emergence as a clear 
majority in the economically strug- 
giing society is incompatible with their 
historical, secondary role. 

Daughters were traditionally a 
“cause for worry” in Kampuchea, the 
report said. “A girl has been compared 
to a piece of cotton wool, and aboy toa 
diamond. This meant that a diamond. 
when dropped into the mud could be 
picked up and washed as clean as be. 
fore, while cotton wool, once dropped 
into the mud could never be returned 
to its purity.” 

Despite the urgent need for women 
to take part in all kinds of production 
lack of education and training wer: 
keeping them out of the best jobs. the 
report said 

The Hanoi-backed government em. 
ploys women as street sweepers 
factory workers. teachers, nurses and 
administrators, it said 

“However among 35 members of the 
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rulffg Central Committee of the’ 


United Front for National Saivation 
there are only six women. and in the 
Government there is only one woman 
of ministerial rank, the vice minister of 
Health.” the report said 

‘The National Women’s Association 
does not seem to exert much influence 
on vital decisions concerning women's 
economic and social well-being ™ 

Thus most women. often supporting 
the large families which are the norm 
in Kampuchea. work from dawn to 
dark in rice production 

Because of the severe shortage of 
manpower, they have also taken over 


jobs such ts ploughing und harrowing 
formerly reserved for men : 

Other women sell produce of 
cooked food in makeshift market 
stalls. Only the few who managed to 
save gold or currency can do more than 
make ends meet, the report said 

Women can rarely afford to take 
time off or find child care facilities to 
enabie them to join government train- 
ing courses, and thus have little hope 
of acquiring skills 

Their daughters may fare little bet- 
ter. In one provincial high school. the 
report noted, only 44 of the 220 stu- 
dents were girls. — Reuter ‘

ing to Capitalist Songs and TV?"] 


[Excerpts] [Statement] 1. When ome turns on the television, one sees base 
political and social propaganda from the West. Does the government have a plan 
to get rid of it? 


Unfortunately, in our school 20 to 30 percent of the students miss each day be- 
cause they are watching television. After watching it some of them spread the 
propaganda in class. They disregard their studies entirely. I see that it has 
a very destructive effect on the youth. 


2 Are all the people who have long hair members of the CIA? What kind of peo- 
ple are these and is this type of thing appropriate? Are they going to stop 
this? I've heard some government employees say all long-hairs are CIA. I know 
well that the CIA is the most dahgerous enemy of the revolution, the nation, 
and the people. I still see these long hairs in town and in the countryside. 
Some of them have fairly long hair, but some have such long hair that you would 
think they were girls if you saw them from behind. If you look at them closely, 
they look disgusting. 


The merchants who sell records and cassette tapes in the morning market generally 
sell Thai, American, or other Western music. They play the music, and advertise 
to the fullest. Does the government have a way of limiting this? Our country 
has plenty of revolutionary music. I hope you can explain this for me. Bless 
you and Vientiane Mai. 


(Response to] items one and three: The guidance order concerning supervising 
and improving literature and society of the Party committee of the City-Province 
of Vientiane, No 380/Kh.k.Ph issued on 20 March 1981 states in paragraph two 
that: Private merchants, individuals, or agencies not connected with this work 
are prohibited from buying tape cassettes from foreign countries or recording 
music and selling it without permission of the sector responsible. Only the 
government sectors have the right to import tape cassettes or record music and 
to sell them. Such groups are the Ministry of Propaganda, Information, Culture 
and Tourism, the National Radio Broadcasting Authority, the Vientiane Province 








Department of Propaganda, Information, Training and Culture, Vientiane Capital 
Radio Broadcasting or others officially authorized by the Ministry of Propagan- 
da or Vientiane Propaganda Department. Others are prohibited. 


Listening to the radio oz watching television from foreign countries such as 
Thailand, reactionary China, and other imperialists is also prohibited except 
for responsible agencies. 


For offenders of this law there are the following provisions: “The Propeganda 
Department of Vientiane City and Province and the district propaganda depart- 
ments in cooperation with those concerned are to investigate and organize effec- 
tively using education, training, and control.” These are the orders. We do 
net know what results they will achieve or whether they will be ignored. That's 
the way it is now. 


Item two: The way of life of the new Lao people is that of purity, neat dress, 
and simplicity. The youths you mention are also included in this way of life. 
This is mentioned in the rules of the Youth Organization. We won't answer 
this; you will have to find out for yourselves. As to whether the long-hairs 
are CIA, I cammot answer that because the CIA could be disguised in many ways. 
As to whether they are lawbreakers who do not respect the rules of the new Lao 
people, the new regime, and our beautiful customs--we concluded that they are 
the rotten remnants of the old regime which we must resist resolutely and 
abolish completely.

[Excerpts] [Statement] Recently the Party Central Training Commission issued 
information on resisting psychological warfare. It was disseminated for study 
by cadres, state workers, and people throughout the country to halt and resist 
the psychological warfare of the imperialists and Beijing reactionaries which 
is aimed at hindering our socialist revolution.

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COOPERATIVES STILL BEING FORMED IN OUDOMSAI, SUCCESSES CITED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 1 Jul 81 p 2 


[Excerpts] We have already talked about the successful drive for agricultural 
cooperatives in Oudomsai Province. Not only have all the cooperatives kept 
going but they have been improving each year. 


They progressed from two agricultural cooperatives in 1978 to 72 in the harvest 
season of 1979. Beng District was outstanding with 22 units. Houn District 
had 14 units and La District had 12 units. The creation of 70 cooperatives 

in Oudomsai Province in 1979 was not an accident and it was not as easy as 
peeling a banana. Ever since Resolution 4 of the party Central Committee 
Oudomsai Province officials encouraged the multi-ethnic people to set up 

labor exchange solidarity groups each season. These groups were a firm 

basis on which to establish agricultural cooperatives. 


By 1980 Oudomsai Province had 90 agricultural cooperatives in 90 villages 
which is 12.86 percent of the farming villages in the province and 87.3 per- 
cent of the villages practicing wetfield or dry and wetfield farming. This 
amounts to more than 8,000 hectares out of 9,712 in the province. 


1 the past 2 years, not only the agricultural cooperative villages not been 
short of rice or fish, but there has been a great deal of food left over. 
The agricultural tax figures for the province have increased for the past 
2 years. In 1980 agricultural taxes exceeded government estimates by more than 
3,000 tons. In this period Oudomsai Province was self-sufficient in rice and 
had 1,000 tons to help other provinces with. 


We needed to investigate these initial successes and discover the cause. In 
the meeting at the end of last year summarizing the work of the agricultural 
cooperatives throughout the province, Mr Bounsong Vonglouam, of the Province 
Administrative Committee and chief of the Department of Cooperatives for 
Oudomsai Province correctly stated that "the reason for the progress of the 
agricultural cooperatives is primarily the leadership of the party. Government 
officials at all levels had to become aware of the special problems of their 
areas and had to handle them skillfully; province and district officials mixed 
with the people constantly and the people were aroused to support the party and 
government."

COOPERATIVIZATION CONTINUES, ABSENTEE OWNERS' LAND USED IN VIENTIANE DISTRICT 
Vientiane VIENTIANE MAI in Lao 26 Jun 81 p 2 


[Excerpt] Mr Khamsouk Phamalat of the administrative committee is in charge of 
the agricultural cooperatives in Saithani District, Vientiane Province. He was 
interviewed by our reporter about farming and establishing agricultural coopera- 
tives in the 12 cantons surrounding Saithani District. Mr Khamsouk Phamalath 
said that since it has begun to rain all the farmers look happy while diligently 
working the land. The farmers expect to increase the amount and quality of 
their production so that it will better last year's and thereby improve the 
living standard of the people. 


During the production season of 1981 the people of Saithani District primarily 
depend on the equipment they have but the ways they work are modern and scienti- 
fic. The district authorities sent agricultural technicians to explain and 
supervise the new system of farming in each canton. At the same time the gov- 
ernment sent 13 mobilization cadres to encourage the farmers’ production. They 
helped the farmers with their recommendations on farming to make more decisions 
about production. 


Because of the government's concern and the farmers" hard work there was little 
unused land left in 1981. The government then loaned land unused by the owners 
to those farmers without land. So as to form the basis for a gradual move to 
socialist production. Since 1979 the government has counsellors in each canton 
to encourage the farmers’ production. This helps the farmers know the correct 
policies of the party Central Committee and change their individual ways and 
out of date farming methods. The government would like them to work together 
by establishing agricultural cooperatives. 


There were some farmers who understood and agreed with the government resolution 
issued in 1979. They set up six agricultural cooperatives in Saithani District 
that year.

TRANSFER POLICY ON AUTOS NOTED 


Main Text 


Vientiane KHAOSAN PATHET LAO in Lao 30 Jun 81 p Al 


[Text] On 30 January the Department of Materials and Machinery of the Ministry 
of Communications, Public Works and Transportation held a meeting to reach an 
agreement on legal and illegal vehicles. It was presided over by Mr Khampho 
Keomalavong. The meeting was also attended by representatives of the Department 
of Customs for the Diplomatic Corps, the Department of Revenue, the Department 
of Revenue for Vientiane Province, the Department of Public Works for Vientiane, 
the Border Patrol and the Department for Control of Motor Vehicles and Machinery. 


The meeting considered the problems, exchanged ideas and unanimously agreed on 
the following agreements: 


l. As concerns the vehicle traffic in the districts, province and capital, it was 
agreed that the Department for Control of Motor Vehicles of Vientiane Province 
would handle things together with the provincial Department of Public Works in 
support of the traffic police. They are to control and inspect strictly and 
follow the presert regulations. 


.. As for cars which enter the country illegally, the meeting discussed the 
violators and those who have been victimized or disadvantaged. They agreed on 
three different categories: 


A. Cars seized by officials while entering the country illegally would be 
handled according to existing Finance Ministry rules. 


B. Used cars which have been bought and sold many times and cannot be traced 
to find out where they entered the country. 


C. Cars which have registration papers and plates but whose papers do not 
match the car and which have been bought and sold many times. 


In cases B and C the meeting sought to determine courses of action people whose 
cars were siezed and what would be fair for the people. It was decided that the 
owner should pay the full tax. 








In order to prevent and eliminate or at least decrease the smuggling of cars 
and illegal acts; affirm the legality of those who buy, sell and trade cars; 
and protect them from ill-intentioned people, regularizing things for those 
whose cars are not legal, per Paragrap! 1 the meeting recommended that the 
following be made known throughout the country. 


--Before cars are bought, sold or traded the transaction must have the per- 
mission of the Department for Control of Motor Vehicles of each province's 
public works authorities. Otherwise the car will be considered in category (A). 
--Even though the car may be completely legal if the transaction is completed 
without permission it will be illegal and at a minimum both parties will be 
fined. Then the officials will consider transfering the registration. 


3. Cars for which export permission has been requested are to be handled as 
follows: 


A. Cars with diplomatic plates and U.N. plates must fill out forms for: 
1. the Foreign Ministry 

2. the Revenue Department 

3. the Department of Alien Control (Ministry of Interior) 


B. Cars with Ministry and Vientiane plates or cars without diplomatic or 
U.N. plates: 


1. must be in compliance with item (A) 


2. must report to the Department of Motor Vehicles (Ministry of Public Works, 
Communications and Transportation) before the car can be exported. 


4. A car with complete tax papers in another province is considered legal and 
can be driven in any province. 


5. Cars of Vietnamese refugees can be registered since it is the policy of the 
party and state in all cases. 


6. The problem of the person buying a car from a government agency: 
--an individual buying a new or old car from a government agency, whether a 


tax has been paid or not, must pay again according to the condition of the car 
and the time it has been in Laos. Then it can be registered.

LACK OF PRESCRIPTION MEDICINES, SMUGGLING PROTESTED

[ ‘Conversations with the Editor’ column: "Medicine Is Ordered But There Is no 
Medicine to Givw:."] 


[Text] [Question] 1. When one goes for a checkup at the hospital, the doctor asks 
what the symptoms are and writes a prescription. The medicine prescribed is good 
for the symptoms but when the prescription is taken to the pharmacy you get 
nothing. The salesperson says they are out. It has been this way for some time 
at, for example, Hospital] 103 or Mahosot Hospital. How does this happen? 


2. You have answered letters concerning selling medicine and contraband 
gasoline in the market already but I wonder why the government agencies are 
short of medicine and gasoline when these are for sale on the black market? 


[Answer] 1. At this time we are short in all areas and have a real problem 
meeting demand. You must understand that for some time, since the time of the 
feudalists, our economy was dependent on others and we have been independent 

for only 5 years. And our economy especially is still not self-sufficient. We 
depend on a number of foreign countries for almost 99 percent of our medicine. 
When we depend on others how can we count on having enough? As for your 
question, the doctors making the examinations and prescribing the medicine 

do not know whether there is enough medicine at "the pharmacy" or not. Or maybe 
the doctor knows there is medicine available but the pharmacist does not want 

to sell it. If this is the case he is breaking the rules. You are not the 

only one with this problem. We have also had it. We do not know whether there 
was cooperation between the doctor and the pharmacist or not. At present we are 
short of commodities but if they were distributed properly, it would greatly 
alleviate the shortages. But to return to your case, generally the people who 
really need things do not get them. However, if you check the stores they are 
full. They have some goods which private individuals are not allowed to 
purchase from abroad. For example, goods for cadres which we do not have and 
the state stores do not have, private individuals have. I have said enough for 
you to understand. 


2. This is because of corrupt officials who cannot be trusted. They are the 
parasites of socialism, eating off the state.

wEST'S CONTROL OF MASS MEDIA CRITICIZED

=~ PEAKING in the Special Political Committee of 
the United Nations on Wednesday, Pakistan's 
Ambassador in the world body, Mr Niaz A. Naik, 
pointed out that the global network for gathering 
and distributing im-rmation “had become one of the 
most effective instruments of a few developed coun- 
tries whose news agefcizs present concoctions and 
half-truths as whole truth and created misunder- 
standings and prejudices.” He called for ‘“Tedoubl- 
ing efforts” for establishing a new world information 
order to collect and distribute news objectively” to 
serve the cause of world peace and progress and to 
bring the peoples and cultures closer together to 
pave way for the materialisation of man’s dream of 
a safe, secure and happy world.” Nothing would be 
better for the world if such a system could be created 
but in view of the diametrically opposed interests of 
the Western and the non-Western worlds it is doubt- 
ful if Mr Naik’s appeal—representing the aspirations 
of Asia, Africa, the Latin countries and manv under- 
developed regions of the world —would find the right 
response in the relevant quarters. It is now generally 
known that the Western mass media, along with the 
news agencies and scores of reporters and corres- 
pondents roving around the world, are indeed part 
and parcel of the Western political system designed 
to exploit the non-Western world. For a long time, 
it was not realised by people that the global network 
of information created by the Western countries 
carried on uMercover political activities for them in 
complicity with various organs of the State. It was 
only when the erstwhile colonies regained freedom 
from the West and demanded political and economic 
justice for them, and the fight between the exploiters 
and the exploited was crystallised, that the hidden 
role of the Western mass media was fully exposed. 
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tion of justice depends solely upon the 
truth being known to an impartial jury and judge. 
To get justice for the non-Western world and to 
check their political and economic exploitation at the 
hands of the colonial and imperialist Powers it is 


the tyranny and injustice perpetrated by the West, 
and prevents the exploited countries from mustering 
moral support for their cause. But the highly 
unethical] role played by the Western mass media is 
now thoroughly exposed. The brunt of the hostility 
of the Western mass media has been borne b= the 
Muslim world.

Also, an international conference was held at Islam- 
abad in March this year which adopted a resolution 
on media which called upon the Muslim countries 
to enforce the code of ethics ordained by Allah as 
common code for the mass media so that the Press 
laws are uniform throughout the Muslim world.” 
The code of ethics suggested by the moot furnishes 
an excellent vardstick against which our accomplish- 
ments in this regard can be accurately measured. 
At the moment our journalistic equipment by way of 
personne] and motive force donot measure up to the 
standards set by the conference. Otherwise. there 
would be no need for the Government to “urge’ the 
journalists to serve the cause of Islam. 


The baneful hold of the Western countries over 
the global network of news system can be broken 
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if the Muslim countries create their own powerful 
mass Media. How this can be achieved hes« been 
suggested by the Islamic Press Union, the Jakarta 
conference and the Islamabad moot. In fact, the pro- 
fession of journalism is one of the most important 
instruments for achieving the aims of Islamisation 
and for that reason it ought to be the exclusive 
preserve of highly motivated Muslims who would 


take their guidance only from the Holy Quran an4 
the Sunnah.

[Article: "Performance of Pakistani Embassies Is Disappointing; Pakistanis Abroad 
Also Lack Patriotism" ] 


[Text] "People here are more familiar with India and its people. One reason is that 
the Indian embassy and consulates are functioning in an extemely organized manner. 
Second, the Indians are patriotic, and they strive to establish a good image of their 
country. On the other hand, the performance of our embassies is not only unsatis- 
factory, it is disappointing. Furthermore, some Pakistanis are a disgrace to their 
country. Since they are not living in their country, they do not care. None of them 
cares to put on his national dress. The Indian women always wear saris, even when 
appearing on TV programs. 


"If the Pakistanis wore their national dress, or at least if the embassy staff set 
this practical example, it would certainly make a good impression on the people 
here.” 


The above is an excerpt from a letter written by a Pakistani residing in America to 
his relative in Pakistan. The issue pointed out in this letter is not new. It has 
been singled out a thousand times before and the national newspapers and magazines 
have discussed it at length. Regrettably, no effort is made to remedy the situation. 
It is commonly complained that the Pakistani embassies abroad make no effort to 
familiarize the local people with Pakistan and take no steps to counter anti-Pakistan 
propaganda. On the other hand, the Indian embassy has always been active on the 
diplomatic front. The reason is that diplomatic positions in our country are mainly 
given as bribes. It has been the trend of every government in office that any person 
who was to be repaid for past favors or was needed for favors overseas was given an 
ambassadorial post. Such persons are not at all interested in their official duties, 
and as a result, the staff, too, follows in their footsteps. It is commonly com- 
plained that our embassy personnel, instead of assisting or guiding the Pakistanis 
living overseas. rip them off. 


West German sources have made some disclosures about the realities of Pakistanis 
seeking political asylum there. Thousands of Pakistanis arrived in West Germany 
seeking political asylum on the basis of letters bearing true or false signatures 
of the leader of a banned political party and his daughter. Each one of them paid 
3,000 to 5,000 rupees for a single letter or document. The West German Government 
thought that these people had escaped from their country to avoid persecution. It 
was indeed a disgrace for Pakistan and its government. The Government of Pakistan

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and the embassy pers>nnel responsible should have investigated this matter and reveal- 
ed the truth to the world. Apparently, no one felt this sense of duty. As a result, 
a faulty image of Pakistan was established in West Germany and other European coun- 
tries. 


Another complaint commonly voiced is that in many foreign countries the persons 
appointed in Pakistani embassies are unfamiliar with the local language. On the 
contrary, India has always gotten better results out of its embassies. For example, 
in all its embassies in the Arab countries, it appointed primarily people who knew 
Arabic and some of whom were Muslims. This knowledge of Arabic helped create a 
better image of India in those countries. 


Pakistan, on the other hand, could not create a favorable impression in the fraternal 
Islamic countries because its embassy personnel knew English but not Arabic. This 
situation has not changed much so far. 


Living nations abide by some principles. Their people manifest their love for those 
principles in the affairs of the nation and the state. Their personal likes and dis- 
likes are limited to private circles only. As a matter of principle and policy, 
therefore, the only persons appointed in the embassies should be capable, true and 
sincere Pakistanis who will work earnestly for Pakistan in their countries of assign- 
ment. 


There are sectarian disturbances almost daily in India, and Harijans (untouchables) 
are oppressed. Prejudice by the majority in India is an established fact, but 
Pakistani embassies have failed to reveal the true picture of India to the world. 

in the contrary, in most cases the Indians have been successful in making the world 
relieve that Pakistan has no representative government and that the people are not 
participating in government affairs. 


In recent years, there have been claims made that the existing situation is being 
corrected. The question is whether any positive steps have been taken to improve

[PIA]. Employee organizations have been banned and their offices have been sealed 
off. As far as PIA is concerned, it is satisfied with the actions taken by the 
government because this national institution was heading rapidly toward destruction. 
Fraud in the sale of tickets, the disappearance of passengers’ baggage and flight 
delays had become a daily routine. As a result, the institution was gradually losing 
the public's confidence. Hijacking incidents and the disappearance of valuable 
luggage had created an impression that this institution had become a citadel of 
robbers and plunderers. This constant trend toward national disgrace had obviously 
become a torment for the people. In principle we do not support bans on the activities 
of trade unions, but the negative and destructive manner of these activities is 
equally intolerable. 


The government has paid attention to the pitiable condition of the telephone depart- 
ment. This department has ceased to function effectively. Most telephones are out 
of service and complaints are ignored. Bills are often incorrect. Improper dealings 
of department employees are well-known. Lately, the situation has deteriorated so 
much that contacting a desired number comes as a great adventure and to make one call 
a consumer has to bear the cost of many calls. Obviously, the consumers are bound 

to hold the government responsible for this situation. The secret of any govern- 
ment's success lies in the effective performance of public service departments and 
institutions. The people's complaints should be dealt with and evils should be 
eradicated. 


[It is a well-known fact that during the past era, many individuals were employed or 
given promotions in various departments and institutions due to political consider- 
ations rather than because of their ability. When the political situation changed, 
these people apparently changed their tune and were successful in giving assurances 
that they were professional employees and servants and were there to serve the govern- 
ment, whatever it might be. This should be the true spirit; only it wasn't. Corrup- 
tion increased instead of decreasing, so much so that the president had to confess 
that the whole structure was corrupt. It is a matter of principle that if the 

person in authority is dutiful, honest, capable and efficient, his subordinates 

would never dare to be corrupt. The existence of corruption is proof of evil from 








top to bottom. That is why capturing a small culprit once in a while brings about 
no reform in the existing situation. 


In light of this situation, the president has voiced the need to appoint a chief in- 
vestigator. It is essential, and the current situation demands speedy action for 
reform without partiality. The ordinance concerning the appointment of the chief in- 
vestigator or that all evil elements will then be under control. The matter of 
appointing the chief investigator for a 4-year term should also be reviewed carefully. 


As a rule, if the chief investigator appointee demonstrates better performance and 
his efforts are fruitful, his term of office should be extended. If his performance 
is unsatisfactory, he should be relieved of his duties before the expiration of his 
term of office. A person who knows that he is holding his office for a 4-year 
period, which can neither be extended nor shortened will have little incentive for 
improving his performance. If he is naturally conscientious, however, it is a 
different matter. 


In celebrating 14 August, Independence Day, people gave ample evidence of their fervor 
and enthusiasm.

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CRITICISM OF SENIORITY SYSTEM RISES AS TECHNICIANS EMIGRATE

(Editorial: “Brain in the Drain”) 


[Text] Skilled labour has been fleeing the country at an alarming rate with 

the result that even policy-makers are now beginning to sit up and take notice. 
Plans are on the anvil for increasing the allowances admissible to various 
categories of public servants. In a report published by this newspaper last 
Thursday, a classic case in point was cited: half a dozen engineers were sent 
abroad for training by the Telephone and Telegraph Department. When they 
returned, they were offered Grade-16 and Grade-l/7 jobs. Five of the trainees 
resigned in a huff and sought employment with private firms or in the Gulf. 

We wonder whether special allowances of the type recommended--even demanded-- 

by the Minister in charge of the Department will bring any of the old and 
well-trained employees back or prevent others from following suit. Nevertheless, 
the mere fact that the powers that be are beginning to get worried is indicative 
that remedial steps, belated and near-futile as they will be, may after all be 
taken. The trouble with us all these years has been that we do not anticipate 
problems; we only seek solutions when we are in the thick of it and gasping 

for breath. Brain drain, for example, is not a new problem; it predates even 

the post-1973 manpower boom in the Gulf and the rest of the Middle East. Doctors 
and engineers were leaving the country long before the Arabs used oil as a political 
weapon. Those who began migrating for work after 1973 were mostly unskilled 
people and even today the lure of the petrodollar is too great to resist. This 
has had a most disturbing side-effect: a few years ago some young boys vere 
offered training abroad so that on their return they could get a better deal from 
their department. These young people also had firm offers from abroad. When they 
found that with the qualifications they already possessed they could earn ten 
times more than what they would be getting after a three-year training period, 
they naturally chose to resign and accepted Middle Eastern jobs. This has now 
assumed epidemic proportions. No one wants to spend unnecessary years at college. 
There are jobs to be had. So why waste time and, therefore, money? In ten 

years from now, Pakistan may be faced with a critical shortage in skilled labour 
ynd by the turn of the century may even become a net importer of trained 

manpower. The whole trouble arises from the fact that scales of pay are determined 
by constipated, status-conscious gentlemen of the bureaucracy who can't suffer 

to think that anyone with a Ph.D. in his discipline can or should earn more than 








themselves. They have made it to Grade-19 after 19 years. So how can a mere 
fledeling whose claim to higher emoluments is nothing more than the special 
skill that his office requires lay claim to that honourable grade after 

three years of ‘ayyashi' in a foreign land? Let the b- resign of he wants 

to but he will be 50 before he gets to Grade-19. The young b-resigns and goes 
abroad but the seniority list remains intact. Skill has abdicated. Long live 
the seniority list! What brain drain do we speak of, then? We washed out 
brains down the drain long ago and the neighbour's cat ran away with the 

grey cells. The seniority list boss writes and having writ moves on and 
there's nothing you can do to erase one half rule or undo one half regulation.

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POWER GENERATING CAPACITY TO DOUBLE BY EARLY 1984 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 7 Oct 81 p 9 


[Text] The capacity of the National WAPDA Power Grid will be virtually doubled 
from the existing 132 kilo volts to 220 KV by the beginning cf 1984. 


Disclosing this at a Radio Press conference here last night, Mr Parvez Ahmed 
Butt, Chairman, Karachi Electric Supply Corporation, said that this would 
enable the KESC to receive appreciably more electricity through the National 
Grid in time of need. Thus alleviating at a great extent the current power 
shortage facing the metropolis. 


The KESC is already linked to the National Power Grid but since the present 
-apacity of the latter is only 132 KV it cannot transfer much electricity 
to this city. 


He said that the KESC had drawn up a five-year plan aimed at boosting its 
generating capacity so that the current gap between demand and supply could be 
bridged. 


The KESC chairman said that with the commissioning of the first and second 200 
egawatt each generating units at the under-construction power station at Pipri 
»y the end of 1983 and 1984, the KESC would be able to meet most of the indus- 
trial, commercial and domestic power requirements of the city through its own 
capacity. 


Total Cost 





The total cost of these two generating units at Pipri is Rs 600 crore. 


Mr Parvez Butt noted that at present the KESC had no reserve capacity to meet 
any crisis, but with the commissioning of the above two units, this would 

change, and the KESC would have some reserve electricity with which it could cope 
with the projected future demand. 


He said at the moment the total daily requirements for electricity in Karachi 
city, including the industrial, commercial and domestic consumers, was 610 Mega 
Watts during the peak hours between 6 p.m. and 11 p.m. 


The three-point energy conservation plan introduced by the KESC had reduced this 
demand by 60 MWs per day, through the compulsory close-down of shops and commer- 
cial establishments at 6.30 p.m. every evening, staggering of holidays in fac- 
tories and no evening shift in industrial units. 
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He said if domestic consumers cooperated with the KESC by using two bulbs less 
in each household, this would result in a daily saving of 50 MWs, which could 
go far towards meeting the energy gap. 


The KESC would shortly published a booklet on energy conservation and this 
would be distributed among the public. 


New Connections 


Answering a query Mr Butt said that electricity connections to many new flats 
could not be given at present since the apartment complex builders had not 
bothered to consult the KESC adout future power supply at the planning and 
building stages. 


He advised prospective apartment-buyers to make sure that the constructors had 
obtained commitments from the KESC to give electricity connections before they 
purchased the flats. 


He said to prevent occurrence of such unplanned construction in future, the 
KESC and Karachi Development authority had decided to hold joint meetings at 
regular intervals and consult with each other about future city planning. 


Regarding complaints about over-billing, he said in a small percentage of cases 
these were justified. However, some other complaints arose because the meters 
were not read for a number of months, and thus all of a sudden the accumulated 
bill landed before the consumer, he added. 


He was of the view that without some amendments in existing labour laws this 
situation would be difficult to rectify. 


In this connection, he noted that while it was relatively easy to dismiss a CSP 
officer, it was virtually impossible to get rid of a KESC employee. 


Answering a question, he said electricity connections to some poultry estates 
in the Gadap area would be given soon, and through these adjacent tube wells 
could also be powered. 


However, it was not possible to meet the demands of all applicants in this area 
at once, since many of them were agriculturists, and so the distances involved 
in providing individual connections were very large. 

Regarding the use of solar power and windmills to generate electricity, he said 


this was not feasible at the present time, since the technology involved was in 
an experimental stage of development. --APP

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PLANS FOR PRIVATE FOODGRAIN STORAGE GODOWNS 
Karachi DAWN it. English 18 Oct 81 p 5 


[Text] Faisalabad, Oct 17--The Punjab Government has approved a scheme for the 
construction of private godowns in the province for the storage of foodgrains. 


Disclosing this to DAWN correspondent, Mian Khuda Baksh, Deputy Director of Food, 
Sargodha division, said under this scheme the agriculturists would bear 40 per 
cent cost of the construction while the remaining 60 per cent would be made 
available to them by the Government through banks on soft terms. 


He added that these private godowns would be constructed according to the designs 
of the Food Department. After the completion of these godowns, he said, the Food 
Department will take over these godowns on rental basis at least for 10 years 
period for the storage of government purchased wheat. 


Mian Khuda Baksh further disclosed that the Federal Government was also negotiating 
with the World Bank to acquire loan for the construction of a chain of godowns in 
the country out of which 10 godowns would be constructed in the Punjab province at 
important procurement centres including Faisalabad, Vehari Multan, Sargodha. 


reply to a question the Deputy Director of Food disclosed that during this 


season 11.3 million tons of wheat had been produced in the country. He said that 
in our country about five per cent of the total production of wheat goes waste 
owing to pests attack and thus we bear a national loss to the tune of Rs. 812 
million every year. He said that in order to minimise this wastage, the 


Provincial Government would take every possible precautionary measures and had 
decided to impart training to food storage staff. He added that under this scheme 
the University of Agriculture, Faisalabad, has started training the first batch 
regarding the control of foodgrain diseases and elimination of pests.

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FIVE-YEAR PLAN TO BOOST OIL SEED PRODUCTION 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 24 Oct 81 p 5 


[Text] A five-year action plan is being launched by the Sind Agriculture Depart- 
ment from the current Rabi season to boost oilseed production by 48 per cent in 
the province. 


Stating this, the Provincial Food and Agriculture Minister Sardar Ghulam Mohammad 
Mahar said that through intensive and extensive cultivation, the production of 
rape and mustard would be increased from 63.840 tons of 1980-81 to 91,900 tons in 
1985-86. 


He said that from the coming Rabi season of 1981-82, rape and mustard will be grown 
on 2.75 lakh acres in all five years of the plan with emphasis on increasing yield 
per acre from 6.8 maunds to 9 maunds. 


Similarly, he said, another important Rabi oilseed, groundnut will be cultivated 
on an area of 5,000 acres this season with production target of 3,450 tons. By 
the end of the plan period in 1985-86, the acreage and production of groundnut 
will enhance to 6,500 acre and 5,660 tons respectively. 


Ts yield per acre of the groundnut will be increased from 18.3 maunds to 23.3 
maunds he added. 


The Minister said that to achieve the targeted production, all important inputs 
like pule seed, fertiliser, pesticides credit and farm advice will be provided to 
the growers in sufficient quantity and in time. 


Sardar Mahar further said that the Agriculture Extension Department will allocate 
areas and yield targets to the field staff who would be given necessary training 
by research experts in improved technology of oilseed cultivation. 


He said that the acreage under oilseed cultivation will be closely supervised for 
giving necessary guidance to the growers from selection of land upto threshing 
stage. 


Under the action plan, improved seed multiplication programme has also been pre- 
pared which envisages provision of 265.1 tons of rape and mustard seed and 135.4 
tons of groundnut seed by 1985-86. 








The research work on the improvement of seed of rape and mustard and groundnut 
will also continue to evolve better and high-yielding varieties of these oilseeds, 
the Minister added: 


For plant protection measures the Minister said, 569 sprayers will also be provided 
to the growers besides adequate stocks of effective pesticides. 


He further said that incentives in shape of better prices, easy credit, marketing 
and other facilities will also be extended to the oilseed crop growers .--APP

"AFP" CITES PHILIPPINE BANK REPORT ON ECONOMY 
BK211236 Hong Kong AFP in English 1043 GMT 21 Oct 81 


[Text] Manila, 21 Oct (AFP)--Rising imports, compounded by spiralling interest rates 
and weakened exports further burdened the Philippine economy during the first 9 months 
this year bringing to a staggering $15,369 million its total foreign debts during 

the period. 


The latest Central Bank report on the Philippine economy showed the country’s out- 
Standing external debt swelling by 21 percent or $2,668 million from the year-end 
1980 level of $12,701 million. 


During the same period, the country's balance of payments [BOP] deficit widened by 
$150 million to reach $360 million. The BOP deficit rose by 71.43 percent over the 
$210 million registered during the same period in 1980. 


The Central Bank attributed the further increase in BOP deficit to the sharp rise 

in the current account deficit to $1,663 million and the ever-growing oil import bil- 
which rose to the level of $2,037 million comprising about 39 percent of total import 
payments. 


Exports comprising mineral products, forest products and traditional unmanufactured 
goods recorded sizeable losses and lowered by $90 million the recorded total export 
earnings of $3,414 during the period. 


Imports, however, increased by $729 million or 16 percent during the period to reach 
a total of $5,396 million, according to the Central Bank report, which also noted 
the $329 million or 52 percent increase in the country's interest payments. 


Short and long term net inflows, which amounted to $1,012 million prevented the 
further increase in the Philippines balance of payments deficit. 


The inflow, the Central Bank said, came from combined external financing from non- 
monetary capital, monetization of gold and SDR allocations. It was also supported by 
non-merchandise trade and transfer accounts--growing by $90 million to $219 million-- 
from incomes mostly of seamen and overseas contract workers. 


The Central Bank report also noted the "significant abatement” in the country's 
inflation which declined from 19.1 percent the previous year to 13.2 percent as 








a result of cautious monetary policies and extensive efforts to cushion the impact 
of oil price increases on consumer goods. 


The report also cited government financial measures implemented during the period 
to correct the fundamental weaknesses of the country's banking and credit systen.

INTERIOR OFFICIAL SAYS NUMBER OF POOR COULD OVERWHELM NATION 
Bangkok DAO SIAM in Thai 3 Oct 81 pp 3, 10, 12 


[Text] At present, Thailand has approximately 10 million poor people who earn 
less than 2,/00 baht per year. If we are not able to solve the problem of 
poverty, the number of poor will increase by about 1 million per year. There- 
fore, in the next 10 years, Thailand will have 20 million poor. 


Mr Phisan Munsatsathon, undersecretary of the Ministry of Interior took part 
at the Faculty of Medicine at Sirirat Hospital in a discussion on "Thai Econo- 
mic and Social Development Policy in the Next 10 Years" that would bring good 


health to all. 


The nation’s situation with poverty is such that the problem must be solved 

right away, because the number of poor grows every year, amounting to approxi- 

mately 200,000 families. On the average, each family has approximately five 

persons. These people must struggle for their survival, by abandoning their 

fields and paddies to come to the cities as laborers and to make their living 
inappropriate occupations such as prostitution. 


if we just let the number of poor grow, in the next 10 years, about one-half of 
the nation's population will live in poverty. At that time, the people may rise 
up to solve their own problems by "simply rising up to take up arms.” 


However, in the current development plans, the government has made some policy 
hanges, with a stress on rural development, especially in 3/7 poverty-stricken 
provinces. These areas are considered to be backward and so actions must be 
stepped up to give people there “enough to live on.” 
Mr Phisan stated that at present the Ministry of the Interior has responded to 
the government's pclicy and will act as the coordinator to solve the problems 
of poverty in the 37 provinces as fast as possible, notably in the matter of 
materials which the people there lack. This is “water” to help them be able 


t plant crops to support themselves as well as other services which the gov-

ernment should provide.

1 October that the Army Aviation Center has made plans to establish an air 

cavalry regiment and has proposed it to the RTA. It has been approved in 
principle. The air cavalry regiment shall be an air-mobile combat unit assigned 
to the Army Aviation Center. The Table of Organization and Equipment shall in- 
lude three helicopter assault companies as the heart of the unit. It will have 
1 mobile warfare capability by being able to quickly move troops in to hit the 
nemy hard. This will be suited to combat in Thailand's eastern region. 


[he Army Aviation Center commander said, “In one company there will be from 8-12 
helicopters on standby. Each attack helicopter platoon will have 8-12 helicop- 
ters. We are requesting that the attack helicopters have a beginning organiza- 
tion date in 1982 and we will try to get this project accelerated as much as 
possible to be prepared to fight the external enemy. However, we have a prob- 
lem in that our country is poor and we have to use a big chunk of the budget.”

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SOVIET AMBASSADOR INTERVIEWED ON RELATIONS WITH THAILAND, KAMPUCHEAN PROBLEM 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 2 Sep 81 p 5 
[Interview with Yuriy Ivanovich Kuznetsov, Soviet ambassador to Thailand] 


[Text] [Question] The world situation and relations between Bangkok and Moscow 
have changed greatly and rapidly. What are your views on these subjects? 


[Answer] I would like to begin with international matters and from there go on to 
relations between our two countries. 


At present, there are problems in that the United States has begun the foundation 
for the all-out production of neutron weapons including the installation of 
neutron weapons in various places. As is generally known, the Soviet Union made 
an announcement via TASS on 14 August 1981, which has been widely disseminated. 


Our protest also appeared in announcements by Leonid Brezhnev on two or three 
subsequent occasions. In March 1978, the Soviet Union proposed to the Commission 
on Reduction of Forces headquartered in Geneva that a protocol be drafted on halt- 
ing the production, installation and use of nuclear weapons. We feel that this 
document is of special significance and we will continue to be active in bringing 
this protocol to fruition. We wish to explain that the decision of the United 
States on neutron weapons is a very dangerous one which will be the cause for 

more competition in nuclear weapons, creating the risk of nuclear war. 


We are not the only country to have such a resolution before the United States; 
there are serious struggles going on in several countries of Europe, which is 
understandable given the U.S. decision to install this weapon in Europe. This 
threat exists not only in Europe, because people in Washington have also said 
that they would seek opportunities to install this weapon in the Middle East and 
in the Indian Ocean. Aside from that, there are nuclear-armed U.S. submarines on 


patrol in waters all over the world. This means that there is a threat to every 
nation. 


The United States has claimed that its policy of producing nuclear weapons is one 
of limiting destruction and that it would attempt to exercise the right of use of 
this weapon to solve political and military problems in various areas of the world. 
It claims that there is a Soviet threat. The United States is trying to scare the 
whole world by claiming that the Soviet Union will invade Europe or the Middle East 








or other regions in Europe and so it would have to use these weapons in order to 
stop Soviet tanks. All of this is a propaganda coup for the U.S. military. 


In the last 30 years, the United States has never abandoned these claims and it 

is necessary for it to use this line further in order [to serve] its plans of 
expansion and to protect its interests on all continents by pressuring U.S. allies 
to act in accordance with U.S. plans. 


The Soviet Union has taken and is taking steps in line with the fact that the 

important responsibility in this world is to protect and defend peace. It is 

necessary to absolutely prohibit the production and installation of neutron , 
weapons. We still have enough time to do that and the movements of nations the 

world over will force the United States to abandon this idea. 


Neutron weapons are not simply a matter between the United States and the Soviet 
Union, but they concern every country in the world. 


[Question] At this time, Thailand is being visited by a great many U.S. delega- 
tions. What are your views on this? 


[Answer] One can sum up U.S. actions in this region by saying that while the 
soviet Union supports good relations and broad contacts among all nations, it is 
not surprising that the United States would have to send visiting delegations to 
increase its relations. However, when one considers the announcements by U.S. 
‘fficials, one can see that these delegations are interested in other matters, 
aside from trade or cultural matters. The United States is still probably talk- 
ing about its views of installing weapons and repeating the Soviet threat. The 
United States has to provide silitary assistance and maintain alliances that are 
0 years old. Im fact, the agreements made since 1954 have lost all significance. 
The Soviet Union and its allies are a threat to no nation in this region, but we 
ave always supported the beginnings of a peace process in the countries of this 
region, especially by making this region a zone of peace. Therefore, I feel that 
ind the feverish activity of the U.S. delegations, there are other purposes to 
e contrary. 


very day, the United States strengthens its forces in every part of the world it 
views as most important: those with natural resources and in line with its 
trategic interests. 


cording to announcements by Washington officials, Southeast Asia is felt to be 
in important area for U.S. interests. Why is this? The answer is that there is 
in, rubber and other natural resources here. Secondly, the shortest distance 
etween the Pacific and Indian Oceans lies here. These are the reasons why the 
nited States is trying to pressure the nations of this area politically and 
ilitarily; so as to bring them into line with U.S. policy. 


[Question] To what extent will the Soviet Union make more efforts to help the 


Thai economy, especially to promote exports which Thailand is trying to sell 
worldwide? 








[Answer] Over the past 2 or 3 years, we have had very good trade [relations] 
with Thailand and trade between the two countries has increased greatly. Even 
reports in Thai newspapers now show that trade between the Soviet Union and 
Thailand has increased greatly. 


In the first half of this year, the Soviet Union has purchased more of some 

of Thailand's principal products than other countries, especially two important 
items: rice and sugar. We are also determined to buy many more goods from 
Thailand in the future, but this must depend on quality, price and timing. 
However, in general the Soviet foreign trade organizations are quite satisfied 
with the quality of Thai agricultural products. Therefore, we see that the 
future for Thai exports to the Soviet Union is pretty good. 


[Question] We are cuncerned about energy problems. Although we have some hopes 
concerning natural gas, it is still important and necessary to procure alternate 
energy sources at this time. What plans does the Soviet Union have to help 
Thailand in solving the energy problem, an important economic issue? 


[Answer] You are correct in being concerned about the erergy problem, which is 

a worldwide problem, not only for Thailand and the Soviet Union. Scientific 
research to find alternative energy sources other than oil, such as solar power, 
wind power and others is something on which we now have Deputy Prime Minister 

Maj Gen Praman Adireksan visiting the Soviet Union as a guest of the USSR Govern- 
ment. He has expressed interest in seeing our efforts to solve the energy prob- 
len. 


We have no secrets in this matter and we think we could cooperate with the Thai 
Government in working together on development of energy from Thailand's oil shale. 
We have welcomed many Thai delegations who have come to see our work in this 
sector. 


We have rubmitted a firm plan to the Thai Government. The only thing left is to 
start implementing things along these lines. We think this could be done in 
terms of the aforementioned cooperation. 


[Question] Concerning relations between Thailand and the USSR... 


[Answer] Relations between the USSR and Thailand have grown and progressed grad- 
ually, bit by bit. I can't really cite a clear example of this, but I believe 
things will grow in the future. However, I see that we have a firm basis on 
which to make our relations grow in some areas and we are ready to promote and 
encourage these. This year, we have had numerous Soviet delegations visiting 
Thailand, most notably that of the Supreme Soviet, the highest legislative body 
with the ultimate power in the nation. Aside from that we have delegations from 
cooperative x, which have proposed cooperation with Thailand's cooperative move- 


ment. We have also had women's delegations come for visits and bilateral dis- 
cussions. 


For these reasons, in April, we had discussions at the foreign ministry level in 
Bangkok when Mr Firyubin, Soviet vice foreign minister, came. Both Thailand and 
the USSR felt that it was important to continue these discussions in the future. 








These are the results of our bilateral relations over the past 8 months, aside 
from those matters mentioned previously. 


[Question] What are your views 2>o0ut reports that a new Thai communist party has 
been established? According to reports, they use the name "New Party." The 
party has a base of operations in Indochina, close allies supported by the 

Soviet Union. 





[Answer] First of all, I would like to tell you that I don't know about this and 
there is no way to link this to the Soviet Union. 


Generally speaking, in theory, setting up a party is an internal matter for that 
country, especially in that the party being established must serve in its capacity 
as the representative of the people, or said another way, to serve the interests 
of the nation. But when I think about this, it is not likely that a party has 
been established outside the country to be compelled to come in and operate 
internally. That party would be the ultimate farce, a phony organization which 
could not exist because it would have no base whatsoever inside the country. 


As to news reports about the establishment of this new party, I think they prob- 
ably are fabrications. I personally think that China has the most interest in 
fabricating this matter, because China is trying to find an excuse for its sup- 
port of subversive groups in every corner of Asia. 


During his visit to Thailand, China's Premier Zhao Ziyang stressed that China's 
policy was to cement relations with these subversives, by claiming that if they 
jidn't, the Soviet Union would do so. We can view Zhao's comments from two per- 
Spectives: 


First, China is trying to blackmail the countries in this region once again by 
raising the so-called Soviet threat. 


condly, China is trying to make the excuse that China is correct in trying to 
iterfere in the internal affairs of the nations in this region. We have pro- 
tested this to the fullest. 


we feel that a situation cannot be permitted whereby a country pursues a two- 
track contradictory policy: a state-to-state policy and a party-to-party policy. 
the Soviet Union has one policy. The party and the state policy mst be the 
fame, because the party policy is made in the party congress and this is firmly 
set, disseminated and the government must implement relations with various 
countries as stipulated by the resolutions of the party congress. 


[Question] I would like to know your views on Kampuchea and the fighting along 
the border with Thailand which has caused losses and death to Thai property and 
people. As Vietnam's large ally, how will the Soviet Union help relieve the 
hardships in this matter? 


[Answer] Did you know that the present government in Phnom Penh has been in 
existence for 2 and one-half years? The important thing is that the Kampuchean 
people support “his government. Any effort to change this government will be 








fruitless. All others are not the political leaders of the Kampuchean people. 
They are only “political corpses." 


The issue of the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea is not the main 
problem so long as there is interference from movements outside the country 
against Kampuchea. I believe that Vietnam will stay in Kampuchea as long as 
there is trouble from the armed groups on Kampuchean soil. These groups are 
causing hardship for the people of Kampuchea and are also causing problems for 
the Thai people. 


I wish to ask you who is firing weapons into Thai territory. This matter must be 
studied carefully. I doubt very much that Vietnamese troops are intentionally 
firing into Thai territory. However, in order to put this problem behind us and 
to avoid trouble, I think it is necessary to eliminate all these trouble-makers 
along the border as soon as possible.

cy is not to ignore 
thern..,”” another 
French diplomat said. 
But he also adrutted

“Somebody told 
me the other day,” a 
French diplomat with 
long experience in the 
region said, “if there 
hadn't been the Af- 
ghanistan invasion, it 
mught have Deen ea- 
ser fcr Moscow to 
relax things in Kam- 
puchea But the 
dierruna is clear: If 
Moscow loosns its 
gips in Kampuchea, 

opie would ask 
Why not Afghanistan 
as well?” 

There are frustra- 
tions in the tone of 
some French diplo- 
mats when they dis 
cuss the stalemate 
over the Kampuchean 
question. But they are 
very careful in stres 
sng that Paris ws be- 
hind ASEAN. ‘We 
wont take any initia- 
tives We would 
folow ASEAN’s line 
But the Chinese 
havent changed an 
jota of its policy,” 
commented another 
French diplomat 
based in Bangkok 

Their frustrations 
obviously also. are 
linked to the dead- 
locked negotiations 
among the three 
Khmer factions which 
have gone nowhere in 
their sixth round of 
talks) The seventh 


round of the nego- 
tiations is due on Oct 
28, this time giving 
more time between in- 
tervals so that each 
sde could report back 
to its respective boss. 
“Prince Sihanouk 
seems flexible enough, 
for some reasons, Dut 
the Khmer 
amply wouldnt 
change the stand 
Son Sann obviously 
doem't want to yield 
to any  conditian 
which may place him 
in a disadvantageous 
postion, commented 
a French diplomat 
who has been moni- 
toring the negotias- 
tions closely in the 
past ..¥ months. 
“The 


Rouge say they are 
ready to talk about s 
coalition government 
but they mest on 
maintaining the aid 
Democz-tic Kampu- 
chean structure — the 
Presidium and the A» 
sembly. Son Sann, of 
course, had presumed

The French appear 
more inclined towards 
Son Sann, having de 
cared that they 
would have nothing to 
do with the Khmer 
Rouge. Sihanouk, 6 
close personal friend 
of French Preddent 
Mitterrand, remains 
an alternative § the 
French consider 
important. 

Obvioudy, Paris 
doem't bank too
